My attention having since been drawn to the 
order dated 8th July 1946 passed by my pre- 
decessor in executive Case No. 19 of 1946 (Mr. 
Mohabat Rai, Ex-Sub-inspector versus Crown), 
X have reconsidered the ease antf am of tbe view 
that while the offence for which action was taken 
against Mr. Mohabat Rai was no doubt grave, 
the punishment of dismissal inflicted on him was 
too severe. 1 am, therefore, of the opinion that 
reduction of Mr. Mohabat Rai to the rank of 
Head Constable could have mot the ends of 
justice and I, accordingly, modify the orders of 
my predecessor to that extent re-instating Mr. 
Mohabat Rai in the Delhi Police Service with 
the rank of Head Constable with immediate 
effect, the period between the two orders being 
treated as suspension.
